Chicago’s new playhouse—the beautiful 
Schiller—was formally dedicated last night. 
It is a grand acquisition to the temples of art 
and places of amusement in the city. For 
forty years the German drama has been prac- 
tically homeless in this great cosmopolitan 
city with its great German population. Be- 
fore the fire a hall on the North Side was de- 
voted to the German drama, but it was swept 
away in the . flames. It was never 
a fitting place, but it answered its purpose

better than no home at all, for since the fire 
the Germans have had to be content with an 
occasional Sunday night performance and 
once in a while a brief but uncertain season in 
some of the leading theaters. But, loving 
everything con with: the Fatherland, 
something more than a year ago leading Ger- 
man citizens determined to erect a temple for 
their drama, and the splendial house which 
was dedicated iast night is the outcome 
of their determination. ‘They called 
it the Schiller in honor of Germany 
famed and favorite poet.

When the curtain rose after the overture 
Franz Amberg, Chairman, the speakers of the 
evening, and the members of the Orpheus 
MAnnerchor appeared on the stage. 

Franz Amberg introduced C. F. L. Gauss, 
who delivered a prologue in German. The 
poem was coinposed by the speaker and was 
heartily applauded. 

A. C, Hesing’s Address. 

Mr. Hesing spoke as tollows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Esteemed Colleagues: 
An old saying is, * Nothing succeeds like success.” 
Tonight we are gathered here with the conscious- 
ness that success will be on our side. For the 
first time we set our foot in this abode, which is 
destined to be the hothe of German art. And we 
hope that our success shall draw. with it 
the success of art. Though we have not pro- 
gressed far enough to say here none but the sounds 
of our mother tongue shall resound it has found a 
home in which it can and will develep itself. 
It need no longer go begging for admis 
sion and be driven from one place to another. 
Just aé certain as the patriotic spirit which 
boun‘! us as we faced the problem of establishing 
this magnificent temple, with the same certainty 
we hope that the day is not far distant when the 
German spirit alone will reign here. Art has 
no. native iand, it belongs to the entire 
world; but in order that it may be 
grasped by the soul it must find 
expression in its mother tongue. 
There are thousands of Germans here who never 
enjoy dramatic art from the bottom of their 
hearts and never learn to honor it when it is pre- 
sented in a foreign language. Dramatic art in 
itself brings us nearer together; it shows us our 
peculiarities, our faults, and our virtues; our su- 
periorities and our weaknesses, 

Mr. Hesing then related his connection with 
German theaters in Cincinnati in the forties. 
The struggle to establish a German theater in 
Chicago ever since his arrival here in the 
fifties. How the big fire destroyed Kinzie 
Hall, which was known as the *‘ Deutsche 
Haus,”’ and the lack of enough lovers of Ger- 
man art to reéstablish a German the- 
ater until in the spring of 1889 a 
few men resolved to build such a structure. 
He had been connected with many a _ the- 
atrical company as amateur, and when in 
1890 the building of a German theater came 


gave it heart and soul, Mr. Hesing con- 
tinued: 

Will Outlast Time. 
According to all human calculation this 
structure will outlast us all. We owe 
thanks to the precautions takeu by the 
builders, Messrs. Adier & Sullivan, that 
it cannot be shaken in its foundations, 
even should danger arise from either right or left. 
Posts driven sixty-two feet inthe ground give the 
foundation such a solidity that a settling of any 
kind is almost impossible. The foundation is 
strong. and mighty stone walls supported by steel 
posts and beams form the building which must 
resist the ravages of the strongest elements. 
no post norcolumn hems the view nor disturbs 
those moments in which we often wisb to forget 
that we are in aconfined or space or inclosure. 
Is it the happiness of this creation which moves 
me so deeply? Orisit the glad hope that a time 
is coming when only the sounds of mother tongue, 
only German sounds will penetrate this space, 
when this will be a pilgrims resort in which the 
Germans, who will fill it nightly. will manifest 
their love for German life, for German art, in 
order that their children may gain by it and that 
they may learn to appreciate the infatuation of 
their parents? Blessed be the time when this is 
realized and when this structure will form the 
center of German life; in this sense it was built. 
It was no small undertaking; it requirea strength 
and courage and sacrifice. | 
Mr. Hesing then paid eloquent tributes to 
F, Almenroeder, the sculptor of the heads 
which adorn the fagade, to Messrs. Healy and 
Millett, who had charge of decorating the 
interior, and to Richard W. Bock. In closing 
Mr. Hesing said: “All of you with ‘whose 
aid this structure has been erected must be 
filled with pride to see it so complete before 
you.”

MASCO'T’S GREAT MILE 


THE BUFFALO PACER WINS A 
RACE HEAT IN 2:04. 


After Mascot and Flying Jib Had Fought 
and Divided Heats the Mississippi Gray 
Horse Guy Beat Them Both in Fast 
Time—The Story of a Wonderful Race— 
Mascot Paced a Quarter in 29 1-2 Sec- 
onds and Flying Jib a Half in 1:00 3-4 
~All Records Broken. 

Terre Havre, Ind., Sept. 29.—[Special.]— 

Three times this afternoon the pacing race 

record of 2:07 was beaten, an@ the best time 

now for a mile in a contest is 2:04. Mascot, 

a bay gelding with an unbeaten record up till 

today, earned the honor of reaching the same 

mark as Nancy Hanks. But he did not win 
the race. Neither did Flying Jib, though he 
forced Mascot out with first heat and then 
defeated him for the next one in 2:05%4. The 
waiting or laying tactics enabled (uy, the 
famous gray stallion from Mississippi, to 
come in and get the next three heats in very 
creditable time, but ncthing like what the 
geldings showed. Guy paced the third heat 
in 2:0634, and could have gone’ faster if Fly- 
ing Jib had not given it up at the distance. 

Two miles slower than 2:08 then disposed of 

the two flyers, though the victury of Guy 


could not have taken place had _ he 
been com pelled to go. on and 
fight as the other two did. Mascot 


was in the outside place and outfooted Flying 
Jib at the pole for the first heat, Guy drop- 
ping back at once. The geldings keep up the 
fight, Mascot going to the quarter in 32'¢ 
seconds and the half in 1:034%. Then the clip 
increased and the next quarter was in 29}¢ 
seconds, just a fraction below what Nancy 
Hanks did yesterday over the same ground. 
Coming home George Starr urged Flying Jib 
under rein and whip, but he could only get to 
Mascot’s saddle as the latter finished in 2:04, 
There was a larger audience than that which 
saw the queen of trotters do her mile yester- 
day, but the latest marvel in the way of speed 
did not cause much enthusiasm, Something 
faster was looked for, but the pace told so 
much that neither gelding could repeat the 
time of the first mile, though they had an- 
other lively battle for the second heat, Piying 
Jib carrying Mascot to the half in 1:00%4 and 
then outfinishing him when he tired in 2405%. 

Guy Won the Wonderful Race, 
Guy was evidently out for the third heat, 
and, taking the pole at the firat turn, was not 
headed. Mascot clung to him most of the 
way, Guy doing the third quarter in thirty 
seconds, but there the champion fell back and 
left Flying Jib to do the fighting. The latter 
was also weary, while Guy danced by and 
passed the wire in 2:0624. This was an aver- 
age of 2:051¢ for the first three heats, and 
though Guy won, the next five were paced atfa 
rate slightly below 2:07. The judges were 
yery much to blame for permitting Guy to 
take it easy while the two favorites were hard 
at it, and had they insisted on McHenry driv- 
ing he would scarcely have been able to win 
with the gray stallion, The race summary 
follows:

The Pacing icone and Its Reduction, 
Mascot is a bay gelding 8 years old by 
Deceiver, ason of old Hambletonian, dam 
Miss Delmore, a mare of no traced pedigree. 
He is therefore short bred and trotting bred. 
W. P. Taylor of Butfalo owns him. Mascot 
flashed on the pacing world in the spring of 
1891 and was a winner, though unreliable, and 
not too willing to go the route down the 
Grand Circuit. It was against Mascot, a hot 
favorite at Cleveland, that Direct was first un- 
covered as a phenomenal pacer. The gelding 
went into winter quarters last season with a 
record of 2:144¢, made at Washington Park 
Aug. 19. 
Harness racing experts considered that his 
1891 record was the measure of his speed. 
The bicycle sulky mnade it pogsible for him to 
go as he went yesterday.

SAW FIGURES IN A CHURCH WINDOW. 


Strange Sights, Believed Miraculaus, Now 
Being Investigated. 

Wrwowa, Mion., Sept. 29.—| Special. ]—The 
Canton (Minn,) window miracle 
which has for several weeks been the cause of 
much excitement in Minnesota and Northwest 
religious circies is to be decided upon by a 
thorough scientific examination by Bishop J. 
B. Cotter of the Diocese of Winona, within 
whose juriadiction the 80-called miracle exists. 
Several weeks ago theginhabitants of the Little 
Village of Canton, near Lanesboro, were star- 
tled by the announcement that a portrait had 
by divine means been imprinted in a window 
of the Catholic church there of which Father 
Jones is pastor. news spread and 
thousands visited the village daily on foot and 
in carriages, At first the apparition appeared 
to consist of @ young and comely woman with 
an infant in arms, and at times a dim halo 
was discernible about her head. Thestory then 
took the form that this was a portrait of the 
Virgin Mary and Christ child, and the crowds 
of visitors increased tenfold; paralytic crip- 
ples and other afflicted persons came in 
droves, and afteragiimpse of the pictures 
threw away their crutches, exclaiming that 
they were cured, Then the apparition took 
new form and visiters claim that about 4 
o’clock in the afternoon four figures were dis- 
cernible bearing resemblance to Biblical 
characters. These would gradually fade away, 
giving place to the original mother and babe. 
The matter finally attracted such widespread 
attention that Bishop Cotter yesterday visited 
the church in company with Father Coyne of 
Lanesboro and Father Perrin of Brownsville. 
The window, which isin the north gable of 
the church, was removed and the Bishop per- 
sonally brought it to Winona, where 


he will give it a thorough examina- 
tion in company with other promi- 
nent Catholic clergymen. The Bishop 


is of the opinion that the glass, which shows 
a slight discoloration, was once a church 
window and that the attraction of an adjacent 
building allowed the light to strike it at 
angle which rendered the figures visible. A 
TRIBUNE representative who was in Can- 
ton yesterday counted nineteen pairs of 
crutches nailed to the ¢hurch walls, and while 
ne was there forty persons, many of whom 
were cripples, came to visit the window. 
Learning of its removal they were 
of the behef that the blessed 
Virgin was still there, and they claimed to be 
benefited by their visit A Winona woman, 
Mrs. Sartwell by name, claimed to have been 
cured of asthma of seven years’ standing by 
yesterday’s visit. Crowds have flocked to 
Bishop Cotter’s residence all day, but the lat- 
ter declines to exhibit the window until efter 
the scientific examination some time in the 
early part of next week,

Do you 
believe that there is 60 per cent profit in woolen 
goods? We know that there is more, 
Broke England's Monopoly. 

Then we put a tariff of 60 per cent upon im- 
orted woolen We took these men off the 
arm, the railway, and the truck and put them 

into the mills at their own trades. Now, then, 
what happened? . > John Bull quit selling 
woolen goods here? No. Did he raise the price? 
No. He paid a tariff of 60 cents and continued to 
sell and dia not raise the price. Why didn't he? 
Because he did not dare to. Why didn’t he dare 
to? Because the Yankee was making fabrics at 
the market rate and if John Bull had raised the 
price the Yankee would have had a monopoly of 
the market to himself; Now, then, what tng 
pened? We broke the foreign monopoly on wool- 
en goods, We started the Yankees into compet- 
ing with each other. 

Competition took off the profit. Improvements 
were devised in the method of manufacture. 
Cleveland says that the tariff upon broadcloth 
and upon woolens raised the price. It never does. 
It broke the foreign monopoly. 

Years ago the silk brought into this country 
was madein France. We found mechanics who 
could make silk. They would not work unless 
they were paid better wages than they received in 
France. e put a tariff of 60 per cent on silk 
and today it is within the reach of all. It wasthe 
same with kid gloves. The Alexandre kid glove 
was the leading gloveand two-button kid gloves 
cost from $2.50 to $1. —They were made in France. 
We put on atarif— of 52 per cent and started 
factories in this country. Eleven times they 
undersold us, Yankee ingenuity 
came to the aid and invented a 
glove knife and later a sewing machine. We 
now make gloves and compete with the French 
manufacturers. The tariff did not raise the 
price of the gloves but lowered it. 

When the Democrats were in power we bought 
our watches of Swiss manufacturers, who had the 
monopoly. A watch at that time cost about $35. 
We tacked ona tariff of 35 percent. We started 
factories of our own, and the Swiss tried to break 
our manufacturers. They cut our prices down 
seven times, and our manufacturers thought they 
would break, but a long-headed Yankee invented 
an alitomatic machine to cut the different parts 
of the watch out of brass or steel. Then came 
otber inventions, and today I carry a watch 
which 1 have had for seven years, for which I 
paid $3. 

Foreigners as Peddlers. 

The foreign countries may be classed as ped- 
dlers, who wish tO come into a town and sell 
goods, competing with the merchants of the 
place. Wesayno! If you wish to compete with 
us who pay the taxes of this country you must 
have a license, and we claim that the tariff is tnat 
license. Last year we received as revenue from 
these licenses in the aggregate amount over $200,- 
000,000, enough to more than pay all the pensions 
paid to old soldiers.

Bennett of Brown University has been ap- 
pointed to the head of the Latin department 
in the place of Prof. Hale, who resigned in 
order to take charge of the Latin department 
at the Chicago University. President Schur- 
mann will remain Dean of the Sage School of 
Philosophy and also editor in chief of the 
Philosophical Review. E. B. Titchener has 
been appointed Assistant Professor of Psycho- 
logy. Prof. Caldwell has been advanced to 
the head of the entire Chemical department. 
J. E. Trevor, Ph. D., has been appointed 
Professor in Physical Chemistry. This pro- 
fessorship is the only one in Physical Chem- 
istry established in America. G. F. Atkinson, 
Cornell has n made  Pro- 
fessor of Botany to succeed Prof. 
Dudley, who is now at Leland Stan- 
ford University. Although matriculation is 
going on and much 1s uncertain the general 
trend indicates that the freshman clase will be 
unusually large and of excellent quality. At 
the first meeting of the class for organization 
the freshmen, almost to a man, voted not;to 
challenge the sophomore class to a cane rush.

CLEVELAND’S NAME SHOULD COME OFF 
' THE TICKET. 
The Jeffersonian and Jacksonian days when 
the members of a party turned to their leadet 
to learn what they should believe have passed 
away. A national. platform now represents 
the ideas which a majority of the persons com- 
posing the organization have thought out fcr 
themselves, and a candidate is selected, not to 
have some one who may tell his associates what 
to think, but because the person chosen seems 
tu be the ablest exponent of the principles the 
party holds. Thus Cleveland was nominated, 
not to make a new platform for Democrats, 
but to carry out Democratic ideas embodied 
in the national platform adopted before he 
was nominated. 
Therefore in throwing overboard the free 
trade doctrines of his party and substituting 
for them the theories of protection, as he has 
done, he has been guilty of an act of usurpa- 
tion which is without party precedent, and the 
party which nominated him ought to depose 
him and replace him by a man who will at 
least have the merit of loyalty to the creed of 
his party. 
There was nothing hasty or inconsiderate 
about the action of the Democrats; The Re- 
publicans met two weeks earlier at Minne- 
apolis and affirmed in their platform that they 
believed in protection. When the Democrats 
met they knew where they would find their 
It was for 
them to decide whether they would occupy 
substantially the same ground on the tariff 
and differ on minor points, or whether they 
would antagonize them, at least on that mai 
point. 
TheCommittee on Resolutions made a re-

In his message of 1887 @l@veland stated that 
the consumer of domesti@ competitive goods 
paid to the domestic manufacturer an extra 
price, equal to the duty on similar foreign 
gouds, Senator Mills of Texas, the follower, 
commentator, and expounder of Cleveland, as- 
suming that Mr. Cleveland’s dictum was 
sound, said that the extra sum thus paid the 
home manufacturers yearly was at least a 
billion and a quarter dollars. The WVemo- 
crats meditated over this and coucluded that 
they were robbed annually to an enormous 
amount, and that they would stop it. That is 
the reason why when Mr. Neal of Ohio moved 
to strike out the protection straddle plank of 
Vilas and Majah Jones and substitute free 
trade for it the amendment was carried by 
564 to 342. 

That vote did not show the real strength of 
the free trade feeling,in the convention. Vilas 
had personal influeace enough to throw the 
free trade vote of Wisconsin against the 
amendment as a personal favor to himself, 
and a percentage of the members were averse 
to doing anything which might look like a 
censure on the Piatform committee. It is an 
unusual thing to reject the report of such a 
committee, but if Majah Jones and his asso- 
ciates had reported the free trade Neal amend- 
ment as the tariff plank of the platform, and 
if Col, Vilas had moved to strike it out and in- 
sert the protection straddle which the commit- 
tee did report, his proposition would not have 
received a hundred votes, so thoroughly had 
the rank and file of the party become imbued 
with free trade sentiments. 

It was therefore the duty of Mr. Cleveland 
to accept the nomination and the policy of 
the party or to refuse both. In the first case, 
he should have said in his letter of accept- 
ance, as Mr. Lincoln did in 1861, “‘ The decla- 
ration of principles and sentiments which ac- 
companies your letter meets my approval and 
it shall be my care not to violate or disregard 
it in any portion ”’; or he should have said as 
an honorable man, “ The vital part of your 
platform, that relating to free trade, meets 
with my disapproval, and therefore I cannot 
accept your nomination,”’ 

Instead of doing either of these proper 
things he smoked and sweated through three 
months, determined not to refuse the nomina- 
tion, doubtful whether he could accept the 
free trade platform and be elected, until a 
little more than a month before election day. 
And then he came out in a letter in which he 
confessed his “grateful appreciation of the 
confidence shown in nominating him,” and 
also showed his utter unworthiness of that 
confidence by spitting on. the platform pre- 
pared for him and substituting for it a protec- 
tion one, cobbled up by himself, although the 
platfortn was the logical sequence of his own 
teachings when President. 


The free trade Democratic papers ought to

GOV. FIFER AND THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Tue Trisune’s correspondent at. Kewanee, 
in reportimg Gov. Fifer’s speech Wednesday, 
fell into a gross error, which he acknowledges 
today, as will be seen in the dispatch printed 
in another column. The correspondent made 


the Governor say: 7 

I am for a compulsory educational law and 
every German. is with me. Live or die, survive or 
perish, victory or defeat, Governorship or no Gov- 
ernorship, I am in favor of a law compelling every 
child, foreign born or American, to learn the En- 
glish language, 

The Governor, of course, made no such 
declaration. He is not in favor of compul- 
sory education in public schools alone. He is 
in accord with the platform of the last Illinois 
Republican convention, one resolution of 


which is as follows: 

10. Upon the important subject of education we 
declare: That since the suceess of universal suf- 
frage and popular government requires universal 
intelligence, therefore the free common schools of 
Illinois are the chief bulwarks of the Common- 
wealth and the safeguard of liberty. 

That education in elementary branches of each 
child in the State should be required by law. 

That all parents and those standing in the pa- 
rental relation should be left absoluteiy free to 
choose in what schools and in what manner they 
will educate their children. 

That in no case should school officers or civil 
authorities be given authority by law to interfere 
with private or parochial schools. 

11. In pursuance of these principles we pledge 
ourselves to repeal the present compulsory school 
act and in lieu thereof to enact a law in harmony 
with the views herein stated. 


In his speech in Chicago Saturday Gov. 
Fifer declared his agreement with the princi- 
ples of the platform and his purpose, if elected, 


to abide by them as follows: 

The last Republican convention declared in 
favor of the repeal of the present law and the 
passage of a compulsory school law which will 
not contain objectionable features. In my speech 
accepting the nomination I placed myself upon 
that platform, From that time to this, nay, at no 
previous time, have I said anything different 
either in public or private to anybody. 

In further explanation of his views the Gov- 


ernor said in his speech Saturday: 


In my last message I argued in favor of com- 
pulsory education, but I insisted that the law 
should be amended so as to remove all just causes 
of complaint on the part of any of the citizens of 
the State. Isaid that the object of the law was 
not to deal harshly and unjustly with the private 
or parochial schools, but rather to advance the 
cause of education by benefiting all of the schools 
in the State.

This is the whole law and the prophets of the 
Republican party on the school question in 
this campaign, and the Governor stands 
squarely with his party on this and all other 


questions. 


THE INFAMOUS HARD COAL COMBINE 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker has applied 
in the Circuit Court for an injunction to for- 
bid the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron company from doiag bvsiness in this 
county. Good legal opinion warrants the be- 
lief that the application will be successful, and 
it would not be too bad if the law could get 
such a strong grip on the principals in this 
infernal conspiracy as to land them in the 
penitentiary. Perhaps of that there is little 
room to hope, but it should not be difficult to 
obtain proof of unlawful combination suffi- 
cient to warrant the court in putting a stop to 
their nefarious operations here, A commit- 
tee of the New York Senate has concluded that 
the combine is unlawful under the laws of that 
State, the testimony submitted to it being 
proof that the Reading has conspired with. 
four other companies to control the whole out- 
put and raise the price of anthracite coal. 
The Sherman law declares such combinations, 
or attempts to form them, to be misdemean- 
ors, punishable by¥ a fine of not exceeding 
$5,000 or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both; but conviction in Illinois under 
this law is difficult because.it can only be ob- 
tained by proving the act in this State, and the 
defendants reside in the East. The State anti- 
trust law declares such action to be a crime, 
but the same difficulty attends the production 
of local proof. That is not required for the 
issuance of a perpetual injunction, and this 
has therefore been applied for, the evidence 
to be furnished by depositions that cun be 
taken by order of the court in another State. 

If ever there was a breach of the common 
law by a corporation this is one. The testi- 
mony before the New York Senate committee 
shows that the companies concerned paid last 
year dividends of 64¢ to 10 per cent on their 
stock after taking care of interest on their 
bonds. And this was paid on two or three 
times as much pure (or impure) water as the 
stock that had been honestly paid for by 
stockholders, so that the dividends amounted 
to 20 to 30 per cent on the actual investment. 
And this was before the combine exacted the 
advance of 25 cents per ton which it has 
causel at the beginning of each of several 
months past, The plea that such advance was 
necessary to give a fair profit on the invest- 
ment is thus a wanton falsehood, one of the 
boldest of lies, Yet the combine has inti- 
mated a design to put prices up another 50 
cents before the close of the present year. The 
rise cf the past cannot be justified by refer- 
ence to railroad rates, they having advanced 
only 25 cents per ton, and it is figured out by 
experts that $6.25 at retail is a good, fair price 
in this city, instead of the $7.50 now demanded, 
or the $8 which it is confidently believed will 
have to be paid by the time the snow flies un- 
less the back of the rascally combination 
should be broken by the law. 

The evil is one that may well make the pub- 
lic restive under its infliction. This advance 
of 20 per cent above what are conceded to be 
fairly well paying prices, with nearly half as 
much more threatened fur the near future, is 
on a necessary of existence in the cold winters 
of this Northern climate. Without fuel the 
people would freeze to death, and an advance 
in the price of anthracite encourages a corre- 
sponding rise in that of soft coal. So this 
action of the Reading combine is almost a 
strike at life itself, and no doubt it will cause 
an intensely bitter feeling when the infliction 
actually bears upon the people, as it will in 
the coming cold weather. An equivalent and 
equally needless rise in the price of bread 
could hardly be more felt. Then the case will 
be one of those seldom-happening ones which 
tempt the community to swerve away from its 
ordigary moorings. Perhaps the granting of

best things that could occur for the principals 
in this diabolical combination in saving them 
from the consequences of their insatiate 
greed which has levied blackmail upon the 
- whole Nation. 

It would be an important thing for the 
whole people if the combine were knocked out 
in Chicago, a city which consumes so much of 
the total output. If the effort fail it will be 
concluded that eithbr the law or its 
machinery is inefficient and ineffective, 
and then a change will be demanded 
so. loudly by the popular voice as to 
bring about results that may make the rob- 
bers sorry they ever attempted the monopoly, 
as it may place them in a worse position than 
at first. There is such a thing as going too far 
for safety, and it would seem that the Reading 
combine must have about reached the limit at 
which an outraged public will rise in its mght 
and sweep away the enormity as with the rush 
of a tornado.

RICH AND POOR MEN’S MONEY. 

The statement is freely made by the extreme 
silver advocates that gold is the morey of the 
rich man and silver the money of the poor. 
They say the former gets the benefit of a coin 
that is worth par in the markets of the world, 
while the latter is obliged to content himself 
with asilver coinage. worth little more than 
60 cents on the dollar. That 1s not so. An 
exchange makes the point that whatever pri- 
vate hoarding of gold there may be is done 
rather by the poor than by the rich, as proven 
by the fact that dealers in cheap lots when 
they sell to men called “ poor”’ are often paid 
in gold coin that has long been hvarded. The 
rich man draws a check vn the bank in pay- 
ment for purchases made by him. 

The capitalist classes, as a rule that has 
scarcely an exception, and many among the 
wage-earners, keep their money in bank. The 
rest of the workers keep their money by them, 
aud what they,are able to save is usually put 
away in the kind of money which the owner 
deems the best at his command. !t is in gold 
if he can get the gold, and he pays out the 
other. What money is handled, both by work- 
er and capitalist, is of the same kind for all. 
It consists of small change, silver coin, and 
paper, the latter mostly consisting of silver 
certificates. and Treasury notes issued in pay- 
ment for silver purchased by the Treasury. 
This 1s the kind of money that is paid into the 
bank and drawn out from it when the trans- 
fers of credit are not effected by means of 
checks. There is no discrimination as be- 


workingman gets the same kind of money 
from the bank as the rich man does. Both 
receive in the same kind of money payment 
for what they sell and pay out the same kind 
for what they buy. The checks drawn by the 
rich man are for precisely the same kind of 
money that is paid from hand to hand among 
those who use paper “‘money” and silver 
coin. Nor is it true that the rich even carry 
gold as pocket pieces. At a recent gathering 
of a prominent club in this city one of the 
speakers offered to bet that no man in the 
company could then and there produce a ten- 
dollar gold piece, and no one accepted the 
wager. 

The fact is the dollar of commerce is a unit 
of measure, as are the quart, the pound, and 
the yard, as well as being an equivalent of 
values, and it is the same for all classes in the 
same country. The idea that the people 
would be more prosperous by making that 
dollar unit of value a cheaper one is just as 
absurd as would be the proposition to increase 
the volume of the farmer’s crop by reducing 
the size of the bushel, or,to augment the value 
of the stock held by the dry goods merchant 
by cutting a foot from the length of the yard 
stick. To reduce the unit of measure is sim- 
ply to increase the number of-times it must 
be used to effect a given purpose, and about 
the same result would be gained by agreeing 
to call our fifty-cent pieces whole dollars as to 
reduce the value of the dollar one-half. Such 
a cheapening process could not increase: the 
wealth or prosperity of the people by a cent. 

On the contrary, the working classes are 
precisely those who are most vitally interest- 
ed in having the integrity of the dollar main- 
tained. They are the ones who would suffer 
most by its impairment, because less able 
than the merchant and speculator to_take ad- 
vantage of changes. and fluctuations in its. 
value. They would have to pay outa larger 
number of dollars for a given number of 
pounds of bread and meat and coal, and 
yards of cloth, and take their chances on _ be- 
ing able to secure a corresponding raise in 
the remuneration for their labor. It would 
be a sorry day for those of them who have de- 
posits in banks or building associations if the 
government should be forced to yield to the 
demand fora lessening of the value of the 
dollar by one-third, which must result from 
the adoption of the free silver coinage, which 
some of their number have been seduced into - 
asking for. They would realize a result simi- 
lar to that reached by those who essayed to 
eat the apples of Sodom, which were beauti- 
ful to the eye, but turned to ashes in the 
mouth of the eater. They would discover 
themselves to be literally in the possession of 
‘* the poor man’s dollar,”” he being made so 
by adepreciation of one-third or more in the 
measuring unit of value for all things which 
the poor man fas to buy and pay for. 


THE JUNIOR ORGAN PREACHING RE- 
BELLION. 

The action of the Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin in intimating its intention of setting 
aside the second legislative gerrymander 
passed by the Democratic Legislature of that 
State has infuriated the junior Democratic 
organ of this city, which was confident that 
that gerrymander would stand ana the Dem- 
ocratic minority in that State would be en- 
abled to steala Un:ted States Senator.

It runs no’ personal 
risks, The Democrats of Wisconsin will hard- 
ly follow that rebellious advice, They will 
lay more weight on the fact that of the five 
Judges of the Supreme Court three are Demo- 
crats, and that all of them voted to set aside 
the first gerrymmander and two of them are in 
favor of setting aside the second. Further- 
more, the Democrats of Wisconsin. will ‘not 
forget the fact that the Democratic Legisla- 
ture acknowledged the legality of the course 
of the Supreme Court by obeying the first 
decision and making some of the modifica- 
tions it said were necessary. The Legislature 
has acknowledged the jurisdiction of the court 
and it cannot take a different position now.

PLAIN DUTY OF PROTECTION DEMOCRATS. 

The falsity of Cleveland to the principles of 
his party will no more change the free trade 
sentiments of that party than did the treach- 
ery of Benedict Arnold change the sentiment 
which inspired the American Revolution or 
that of the English Parliamentarians. The

At the same time the “ Randalized ” 
or protection Democrats ought to-come over 
to the Republican camp. They sre agreed 
with the latter upon the greatest issue which 
divides the two parties, for on the|monetary 
question the platforms of the two substan- 
tially agree, except on the restoration of 
State banks with wildcat issues, and’surely pro- 
tection Democrats cannot be in favor of such 
trash for money. Differing therefore only 
as to minor matters there is no reason why 
protection Democrats should not vote the 
Republican ticket as the freegjrade Republic- 
ans will vote the Democrat ticket, unless 
the backslide of Cleveland so disgusts them 
as to cause them to return to the Republican 
party.

Lonxpox, Sept. 20.—A Roman Catholic was 
elected Lord Mayor of London today, but it 
was accomplished only after an overturning 
of ancient custom and a most extraordinary 
demonstration of religious intolerance. 

The opposition to Ald. Stuart Knill, the 
candidate next in line forthe Lord Mayor- 
alty, has been developing for some 

time, and it has been openly based 
upon his religious faith, his other qualifica- 
tions being freely indorsea. The Lord Mayor, 
it should be borne in mind, is not the direct 
choice of the people and he is not the Chief 
Magistrate of all London. His jurisdiction 
extends only over the old city, of which the 
Bank of England is near the center. 

The government of this municipality is an 
ancient and complicated system which not one 
Londoner in a hundred understands, and 
which it is worth while to describe. Mr. 
Gladstone’s party has promised to sweep it all 
away as soon as he gets a chance. 

The Lord Mayor is chosen. by the Aldermen 
from among their own num begppon the nom- 
jnation of the Liverymen. The latter are the 
representatives of thirty or forty companies, 
so-called, into which the freemen of the city 
are divided, according to their trades. The 
Liverymen name two candidates for the 
Mayoralty, and it is the almost invariable 
custom for the Aldermen to elect the first 

' 4pan named. It is likewise the custom for the 
Liverymen to name the senior Aldermen, who 
in some year, not immediately preceding, has 
served as Sheriff. It happens, therefore, that 
the election of a Lord Mayor is ordinarily a 
mere perfunctory proceeding, and the names 
of the coming Chief agistrates are known 
for months and years ih advance. 

Knill the Natural Choice. 

Ald. Knill comes next in rotation accerding 
to all these usages, Ald. Lawrence, who pre- 
cedes him, having declined to be a candidate. 
Some days ago the present Mayor pub- 
licly put questions to Ald KnWl as to his 
course of action in certain religious matters 
mm case he should be elected Chigf Magistrate. 
Ald. Knill replied in manly fashion that he 
would not appoint a clergyman of the Church 
of England as his Chaplain, though he would 
attach sucn a functionary to the office of Lord 
Mayor; neither would he attend the services 
of the Church of England on the occasions 
when it was customary to do so. He would, 
however, appoint a locum tenens for the pur- 
pose. Ihe storm has been brewing ever 
since. . 

A Roman Catholic has at least once before 

- occupied the Lord Mayor’s chair, but he was 
willing to follow custom in the matters in 
which Ald. Knill is not. He made a fine dis- 
tinction between his material presence at a 
religious service and participation in it which 
Ald. Knill cannot conscientiously do. 

The opponents of Mr. Knill found next in 
the regular order of succession the name of 
Ald. Fandel Phillips. Now, Mr. Phillips is a 
Hebrew. Referring to the dilemma the Jimes 
remarked today: - 

In Shylock’s day the Jewish merchant was 
ready to buy and sell with his Christian fellows, 
to talk with them, walk with them, and so follow- 
ing, but neither to eat witli them, drink witb 
fhem,. nor pray with them. Today he is more 
complaisant and is prepared to do all three, and 
certain Christians of the City of London seem to 
believe that the canse of orthodoxy is somehow 
strengthened by the change. While we congratu- 
late the members of the Jewish communion upon 
tne high position which they hold in the confi- 
dence of their fellow-citizens, we cannot see that 


their readiness to attend the services of a church 
- jn which tney do not believe constitutes any spe- 


cial merit upon their part. 

Guild Hail, where the election took place, 
was the scene of great excitement from 
the moment the proceedings began this after- 
noon. The Lord Mayor and Aldermen—all 
except Ald. Kuiil—attended the usual special 
services at the Church of St. Lawrence, Jew- 
ry, before entermg the hall. Their appear- 
ance was asignal for pandemonium to break 
loose. The friends of the respective candi- 
dates tried to cheer their favorite and hiss 
their opponent at the same time. 

Hisses and Cheers. 


§When the Common Sergeant, who presided, 
read the names of the six eligible Aldermen, 
and the name of Alderman Knill was reached, 
there was a tremendous chorus of cheers, 
hisses, catls of *“* Vote,’”’ and ‘* No Popery.”’ 
A lively man, with a very penetrating voice, 

t up on the chair and gained atteation. He 
ad a series of questions similar to those re- 
cently asked by the Lord Mayor, which he 
roceeded to put to Ald. Kniil. 

ach question produced applause or groans 
from the great assemblage. Mr. Knill an- 
swered them in a straightforward, manly 

» fashion, andin the same terms in which he 
had replied to the Lord Mayor. His answers 
provoked continued cries of ‘‘No Popery.” 
** We don’t want a disguised Papist.’’ ‘‘ The 
Liveries won’t elect you,’’ and so on 

Another Liveryman finally asked# him if he 
would pledge himself to give precedence in 
the city to none but the Crown, not excepting 
clerical appointees by a foreign power. 

. Knill responded with a ringing 
*““Yes,”’ and there was a big dein- 
onstration of approval. An opponent of 
Mr. Knill named Beaufoimoiss made 
a bitter speech against him on account of his 
religion. He said something about the liberty 
of the city having been bought by the blood of 

_ Protestant ancestors, and then his words for 
some minutes were inaudible, so great was 

' the uproar. He waved his arms about in 
great excitement, shouting frantically, but no- 
body heard him. 

He finally proposed a resolution to the ef- 
fect that no man be nominated who could 
not conscientiously carry out the duties of the 
office. The Sheriffs ruled the resolution out 

of order. Ald. Phillips and other candidates 
were questioned in the same manner as Ald. 
Knill had been, and their replics were all in 
favor of following the customs established by 
former Lord Mayors. 

The vote, after some further confusion and 
debate, was taken by a show of hands. Ald. 
Bhillips received the largest number and a 
majority of votes. Ald. Knill came second» 

tno count was made. The names of Phil- 

/ kyps and Knill were accordingly sent to the 

\_ Aldermen as the nominees. 

The Aldermen met in secret session and 
half an hour later returned to the hall. Then 
it appeared that they had followed the exam- 
ple of the Liverymen in violating custom.

Kuill was declared Lord Mayor-elect for the 
ensuing year.

PLEA FOR MORE AID FOR IRELAND. 


This the National Federation Believes Will 
Be the Last Appeal. 

: Dusiin, Sept. 29.—A meeting of the Na- 
tional Federation was held today at which 
Justin McCarthy, the leader of the anti-Par- 
nellite section of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, presided. The federation approved the 
issue Of a manifesto addressed to Irishmen in 
America and Australia. This manifesto says: 

We address you on the national cause at an 
auspicious time and from an auspicious position. 
Our demand for justice has been advanced by the 
power of the people to another stage that is de- 
cisive and ali but final. The prospect now before 
us is full of cheer and should inspire renewed 
and redoubled effort, for it shows the sure way to 
victory as the result of the general election at 
which the supreme goin was.home rule, The 
electors of Great britain and Ireland, after six 
roars experience with a government hostile to 

ome rule and devoted to coercion, have estab- 
lished an administration founded on the princi- 
ple that satisfaction must be given to the just de- 
mands of Ireland without loss of time. 

After denouncing the tyrannical action of 
the Conservative Governinent the manifesto 
proceeds to comment upon the parliamentary 
Lrospects of home rule. The leaders of the 
governinent, it says, are pledged to promote 
and to use all their strength to pass a bill sat- 
isfactory to the Irish members of the House 
and to the Irish people. It adds: 

We are convinced of the sincerity of the Liberal 
leaders, not only because of the ‘course pursued 
by the Liberals since Mr. Gladstone adopted 
home rule, but also because their interests de- 
mand such a permanent settlement as Ireland 
can cordially accept. Wedonot forget. thé dec- 
larations of Mr. Balfour that no matter what the 
bill may be the House of Lords will reject it. 
We also bear in mind Mr. Gladstone's 
warning that if the House of Lords rejected a 
measure deliberately adopted by the country they 
would do so at the peril of their chamber. Ifthe 
House of Lords, in contempt of experience, so 
constructs the Home Rule bill as to delay the 

assage of other measures imperatively required 

ythe British people, they can be effectually 
dealt with in such amanner as not only to en- 
force the passage of the Home Rule bill but to 
end all hereditary obstruction. Far from _hear- 
ing with disquiet of what the House of Lords 
will do, we feel perfect confidence that the Irish 
cause will win the day. Success is near. In the 
meantime we need the help of the people to main- 
tain the movetnent with vigor. The course of 
events justify the -confideut expectation that 
when Ireland next addresses her sons beyond the 
ocean the voice of her Parliament will be heard 
celebrating her victory. 


DELEGATES TO THE SOCIETY OF JESUS. 


Americans Who Are Present at Madrid— 
Fearful of Italian Influence, 

Maprip, Sept. 29.—Among the American 
delegates to the meeting of the Society of 
Jesus at the monastery at Azpeytia are the 
Rev. B. Villager of Philadelphia, who is 
prominently mentioned in connection with 
the office of General; the Rev. Thomas J. 
Campbell, Provincial of the Maryland-New 
York province; the Very Rev. John P. Frie- 
den, Provincial of the Missouri province; the 
Rev. P. Healy of Providence, the Rev. E. J. 
Higgins of Chicago, and the Rev. R. T. Meyer 
of Milwaukee. The work of selecting a Geu- 
eral will occupy several days. It was at first 
arranged that the election should take 
place in Rome. Notices of. the time 
and place were sent to the mem- 
bers, but this did“ not have _ the 
desired effect of quieting the foreign mem- 
bers. who sent numerous protests against the 
society meeting in Rome. and declaring that 
the election should be held wheré it would be 
free from outside influences. Despite assur- 
ances to this effect from the Pope and the 
protectory of the ordér, the objectors still re- 
fused to go to Rome.

DANGER OF UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE. 


The German Press Awakening to the At- 
tempt to Change the Mode of Voting. 
iSPECIAL CABLE. ! 


Berwin, Sept. 29.— The German press, 


which is not quite as quick to reflect the 


thoughts and movements of tthe hour as its 
English or American rivals, has at last 
awakened tothe fact that an attempt has 
been made to tamper with the univeral suf- 
frage system of the empire. The Berlin Boer- 
sen Courier, a-Liberal organ, now takes up 
the tale. It has just discovered that the prin- 
ciple of universal suffrage has foes in the 
empire. The Koelnische Volks Zeitung, the 
mouthpiece of the Rhenish Catholics, gives 
much space to the question ina lengthy and 
suggestive leader on the threatened abolition 
of the present mode of ‘voting. Ihe Volks 
Zietung remarks: 

It would mean nothing less than the enslaving 
of the working classes neatly disguised ‘in the 
fashion of the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. 
The consequence would be a revolution—a real 
living revolution. An institution like universal 
suffrage may be introduced but once. They have 
struck their roots in the land and it cannot be 
abolished. The workingmen can never be de- 
prived of their right to vote. Only the most ar- 
rant fanatics imagine that such plans can be ex- 
ecuted without disturbance of the peace.

Attitude of the Pope in German Politics. 

The Archbishops of Cologne, Munich, and 
Bamberg and the Bishop. of Breslau will 
start Saturday for Rome, where they will con- 
fer with the Pope as to the political situation 
in Germany. ‘The attitude of the clericals 
toward the government in the next Reichstag, 
the proposed return of the Jesnit orders, and 
the religious instruction of Roman Catholic 
school children by Roman catholics will be, 
it is believed, the chief subject of discussion.

Life Guards May Be Sent Abroad, 

It is said that as a result of the recent out- 
break of Squadron C of the First ~~ of 
the Life Guards at Windsor the War Office has 
decided that the guards shall henceforth be 
treated the same as other soldiers and shall 
take foreign service the same as other l- 
ments. The War Office believes that the 
guards have been demoralized by the greater

Lord Methuen, commander of the home 
military district, inspected the Life Guards at 
Windsor today.

No Abatement of the Slave Trade. 

MArsEILLREs, Sept. 29.—According to ad- 
vices from Aden the slave trade convinues on 
a large scale. Owing to the demand for 
slaves and the high prices offered for them 
slave caravans are arriving on the east coast 
daily. The caravans find no difficulty in trav- 
eling through Vitu. The slaves are embarked 
at points in the vicinity of Zeilah, Massowah, 
Djibontil, and Suakim. In exchange for the 
slaves the traders accept nothing but modern 
firearms and am-nunition. The mortality 
among the slaves while en route to the coast 
from the interior is 70 percent. Raids ona 
still larger scale are expected during the 
winter in the region of the Congo Free State 
and German and English East Africa.

DR. LEE OF CHICAGO DESCRIBES A 
CURE FOR CHOLERA. 


He Washes Out the Intestines Which, He 
Says, Has Proven Efficacious in 24 Out 
of 27 Cases in Which He Applied the 
Method—He Considers Cholera Some- 
what Differently than Do Most Physi- 
clans—Record of the Pest in Europe— 
Another Suspicious Case in New York. 

[SPECTAL CABLE. ] 

Berry, Sept. 29.—I have just interviewed 
Dr. Elmer Lee of Chicago, whose successful 
treattinent of the cholera in St. Petersburg 
has attracted some attention. He speaks in 
enthusiastic terms of the kindness he met 
with in Russia, and trusts, perhaps rather 
optimistically, he will find similar courtesy in 
Hamburg when he reaches that city to con- 
tinue his experiments. 

““My method of treatment,” said Dr. Lee, 
‘is based on physiological experience and com- 
mon sense, I simply apply to my patients the 
cleansing system which Prof. Koch and other 
scientific men would like to see applied to 
towns and houses. In short, I wash out the 
deadly stuff which incumbers the intestines of 
cholera subjécts by means of. common soap 
and water and an irrigator. Here,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘is asketch of a man under treat- 
ment. As you see, the whole thing is very 
simple and, I think, very rational, By irriga- 
tion I remove the cholera poison -without 
weakening the patient. I keep him well nour- 
ished, meanwhile, to sustain his strength. In 
twenty-four of the twenty-seven cases I have 
had confided to me I have been able to report 
cures. 

“To convince myself scientifically of the 
value of my method I should like to experi- 
ment on at least 100 more cases, I believe lL 
am on the right track. If we remove the 
causes of disease we cure the patient. The 
people I treated in St. Petersburg had reached 
various stages of cholera. The results of my 
observations are embodied in a consular re- 
port to the United States Government.”’ 

‘““Do you believe in the Koch theory that 
bacillus is the cause and not the effect of Asi- 
atic cholera?” . 

‘*T have not been able to convince myself 
on that point yet,’’ said Dr. Lee, * nor, I may 
add, have Dr. Nenck, the Professor of Bac- 
teriolugy at the Imperial Institute in St. 
Petersburg, and other Russian authorities.”’ 

**Do you believe in the efficacy of anti- 
cholera inoculation?’ 

‘**T should not like to speak too positively,” 
was the reply, *‘ but I aim disinclined to be- 
lieve it,”’ 

“Will you kindly put your reasons into 
writing ?”’ 

‘Certainly,’ said Dr. Lee, suiting the ac- 
tion to the word. “In the first place you 
cannot exclude the causes of cholera by inocu- 
lation. You cannot close the mouth through 
which they enter; consequently you cannot 
keep them out of the stomach and bowels, 
Next,once in the intestines | here I may remark 
that Dr. Lee seems to look upon cholera as 
a kind of pyzxmia] it bevomes sub- 
ject to the same laws as other ma- 
terials and will be absorbed, When the 
absorbee enters the blood the result. will be 
blood poisunmg. It seems unreasonable to 
suppose that inoculation ean materially influ- 
ence the normal laws of physiology. The the- 
ory of inoculation against cholera is opposed 
to physiological reasoning.”’ | 

Dr. Lee did not explain how irngation 
could cure pronounced pyzemia. 

“From what you say I suppose you con- 
clude that, inoculation being useless, an inoc- 
ulated person who exposes himself to cholera, 
for example, one who drinks infected water, 
touches dirty clothes, etc., is in peril.” 

**Not necessarily. It depends on the 
stomach.,”’

IT IS COMPLETELY FIREPROOF.

Features of the New Schiller Theater Build- 
ing—No Pillars Mar the Scene. 

The Schiller isa fireproof building that is 
really fireproof, 
system of steel construction and rests ona 
foundation of piling driven sixty-two feet be- 
low the street level, and covered with more 
than 300 tons of steel rails, I beams, and 
plate girders, all imbedded in concrete 
of the firmest and most durable 
kind. The foundation is a solid one and. is 
capable of sustaining the weight upon it if all 
the soil surrounding it shou'd be removed. 
The iron frame work sustains the building 
and the brick walls bear little weight besides 
theirown. The walls are firmly anchored to 
the steel skeleton, insuring absolute 
stability. The . architects agree that the 
Schiller Buildmg will stand motionless 
during the ninety-nine years the ground it 
occupies is leased. The building when it fs 
finished will have cost $700,000. Five hun- 
dred thousand dollars of this sum is paid by 
the sale of 5,000 shares in the German (pera- 
House company of Chicago, the owners, 
and the remaining $200,000 is paid 
for in 6 per cent first mort- 
gage bonds redeemable in twenty years. 
An effort was made to provide offices suitable 
for any classof tenants. The basement wil 
be rented for $7,500 a year, the theater fol 
$35,000, and the club rooms in the twelfth 
story for $5,000. The other portions of the 
buiiding are expected to bring in a revenue of 
about $103,000 a year. All halls and 
corridors have mosaic floors. Georgia 
and Italian marble are freely used in 
the stairways and corridors. The decorations 
are elaborate everywhere, the idea being to 
provide a building that will be modern and 
abreast of the time in all its details. The ex- 
terior ~ gee wree is handsoine and the adorn- 
ment Of the interior is everywhere elaborate 
and attractive. The building is heated with 
steam, lighted with electricity, and every room 
in it has hot and cold water, and thére are 
fountains of filtered ice water on every fioor. 
The aim was to build a structure that would 
be absolutely and unquestionably fireproof 
from cellar to garret. 

The auditorium is beautiful. Ihere are no 
columns in it, and in this respect the play- 
house is modeled after an opera-house in 
Pueblo, Colo., which was the first to be built 
without columns supporting the balconies. 
The size of the stage is not ita chief 
feature. It is not the largest stage 
in Chicago, but there are none with better 
appointments and none with finer decoration 
about the arch. High up on the left Homer 
is represented in bas-relief in the color of old 
ivory. There are a bride, a mother and child, 
and other figures represented in the group, of 
which Homer’s face is the most prominent. 
On the right Schiller, the German poet, after 
whom the theater is named, is represented 
riding Pegasus, and there is a figure repre- 
senting Beauty, a tigure representing Power, a 

acock with the Beauty and a lion with the 

ower. Arthur Feudel has two paintings up 
in the theater—one representing a street in 
Nuremberg, the other Faust and Marguerite. 
There is a painting of the Seven Muses for the 
entrance, and it will be placed there as soon 
as it is finished by the artist Michalowski of 
Milwaukee. There are two curtains-—one a 
fireproof curtain of asbestos. The drop cur- 
tain has a painting of Fame crowning Schil- 
ler and Shakspeare, and below a woman’s fig- 
ure represents History. There are seats in 
the auditoriuin for 1,270 persons. Six hun- 
dred chairs on the orchestra floor are leather, 
embossed, andina terra-cotta shade. The 
comfort of the audience, its safety. and its 
entertainment have all been kept in mind in 
designing and building the theater.

The man Koehler, it is alleged, escaped from 

the officer who made the arrest and cannot 

now be found.

WORSE BY GRANTING LICENSES. 


Mass-Mecting to Protest Against Licensed 
Saloons and Hawthorne Race-Track. 


Hawthorne track and the saloons were both 


severely handled at a largely attended mase- 
meeting held at the Uak Park Congregational 
Church last night. The meeting was really 
called to protest against the licensed saloons 
at present in operation in the south part of the 
town, and also against the operation of the 
Hawthorne race-track. 

The Rev. Dr. J. W. Thomas said that sa- 
loons were an unmitigated nuisance. Licenses 
were granted by the Board of Trustees of the 
town to five saloonkeepers upon petition 
signed by 220 people, including seventy-three 
women residing in Hawthorne. Now there 
are eight saloons there and only one ry. 
People in that district were nearly all of for- 
eign extraction and were brought up as beer 
dcinkers. Saloons, he said, mean drunken- 
ness and debauchery and the Trustees 
had no right to endangem the whole 
community for the sake of 220. He 
had been to Hawthorne and there 
he saw one woman behind the bar and more 
than a dozen others carrying cans of beer 
around in the streets. Drunkenness and de- 
bauchery had not decreased because saloons 
were licensed by any means. Children were 
freely admitted to the saloons and crunkards 
got all the whisky they wanted. The trustees 
ee | made things worse by granting licenses. 
And when the saloons became a pulitical 
factor they then began to encroach upon the 
present prohibition district. As aremedy he 
would suggest that they. should double the 
tax rather than allow the saloons to run. 

Walter Thomas Mills stated that if Cicero 
was annexed to Chicago it would have been 
close to Garfield Park race track, and he was 
giad to say it was not. If saloons were run- 
ning they were running by the responsibility 
of the majority. The Trustees were not as 
responsible for the granting of licenses as 
were the preachers, merchants, and others 
who said they were too busy to give the sub- 
ject their attention. The Mayor of Chicago 
had closed a race track, and why couldn’t 
Cicero. Hawthorne race track would not be 
permitted to run one afternoon in Uak Park, 
as it would corrupt the whole community. In 
the matter of the saloons he was sure that 
ntne-tenths of the people in Cicero didn’t want 
the poor wives and children of drunkards pay- 
ing their taxes for them. 

e read a resolution to the effect that the 
Board of Trustees of Cicero should revoke all 
licenses issued for violation of the law and 
that they should not in the future grant any 
others. He went on to say that if the present 
board refused to carry out this demand then 
the people could elect a board who would re- 
spect the people’s wishes. 

The resolution was adopted without dissent, 
and at the request of the speaker 600 of those 
present signed a petition addressed to the 


present board embodying these resolutions.

TUG OWNERS TRY A NEW COKE. 


Its Efficacy as a Smoke Preventer and 
Steam Maker Not Determined. 

The Vessel Owners’ Towing company ex- 
perimented with a new variety of coke on 
four of its tugs yesterday for the purpose of 
determining its value as compared with other 
sorts of coke and with hard coai, While the 
result so far has been comparatively satis- 
factory the manager of the line would not 
give an opinion until after a more thorough 
trial, 

** One day is not sufficient to determine the 
full value of this coke,’’ said Capt. Higgie 
yesterday. ‘* We have it in use on four of our 
tugs today, the Protection, the Union, the 
Satisfaction, and the Thomas Hood. By to- 
morrow night we will probably be able to re- 
port. Until we are fully satisfied as to its 
merit or lack of merit I would rather say 
nothing about the trial. 

“This coke comes from near Pittsburg, 
and it differs from other varieties in the 
length of time it is burned. Some coke ig 
burned sixty hours, while this is burned only 
six. The object was to have it burning only 
long enough to get the heavy olack smoke out 
of it. By tomorrow night we hope to know 
its steam-producing power compared with the 
different kinds of coal. 

‘* If 1} does not prove successful I suppose 
we might as welt blowup our tugs. We have 
been paying $2.80 for a good quality of Inai- 
ana block, while anthracite, at the present 
prices, will cost us about $7. What is the dif- 
ference in the steam producing power? Well, 
the hard coal will not produce quite as much 
steam as the soft coal, because the soft coal 
being more bulky spreads out more and makes 
greater heat. The difference in cost to our 
line will be about $140 a day. That’s not 
much, some people say. An inch 18 not much, 
but if you take an inch off a man’s nose it is 
considerable. He may have some nose left, 
but he will be rather disfigured.” _

Still another kind of fuel which does not 
smoke will arrive here today and will be 
tried on the tugs. It is what O. S, Richard- 
son, the coal man, calls a soft hard coal, and 
comes from Pennsylvania. It is the first ship- 
ment of this variety.of coal ever made to Chi- 
cago, and there is great curiosity regarding 
its steam-producing qualities. It is) about 50 
cents less aton than the regular anthracite. It 
is warranted notto smoke, and yet burn better 
on tugs thar the usual hard coal. Both kinds 
of coke now here will be tried on the tugs of 
the Dunham line today, as will the soft anthra- 
cite coal. The Independent tug line has a 
smoke burner, which Capt. Barry hopes will 
be satisfactory to the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke. 

Although a week still remains for the tug- 
men to carry out their agreement with the 
smoke society little substantial progress has 
been made in the way of solving the problem, 
except by the use of hard coal. and to this 
nearly all the tugmen are averse owing to 
the expense. Even if coke is found’ satisfac- 
tory it will not be possible to get a full supply 
here for the tugs within two weeks.

SPRINGFIELD, ill., Sept. 29.—[Special. ]—The 
crucifixion of the unknown traitcr whose tal- 


ents and money were squandered in a vain at- 
the Senate 


through the medium of Bob Wilbauks ended 
with the passing of Jim Cockrell and Dr. 
Moore from the indepeadent to the Palmer 
camp. About’ the same time there was a 
resurrection of the name of Altgeld and a 
number of Palmer’s sucalled friends joined 
with the Wilbanks conspirators to foist Mr. 
Wilbanks’ principal upon the Democratic 
party of the State as its candidate for Gov- 
ernor. It:was one of the boldest and most 
unscrupulous sctiemes ever devised by political 
roustabouts. Palmer’s words in his speech of 
thanks ‘“‘Golly! Ain’t I giad I’m out de 
wilderness!” struck no responsive chord in 
the breasts of many of the Democratic lead- 
ers. The old man knew something of what 
he had been contending against. Nobody 
will ever know his troubles in “‘ keeping in the 
middle of the road” between false friends and 
open enernies in his own party. 

But with his election the conspirators were 
left free to start alittie ball rolling for ther 
patron, ‘‘Jedge”’ Altgeld, for the Guberna- 
torial nomination. Last Saturday’s TRisuNz 
showed how his lines were formed and ex- 
posed some of the details of the campaign, 
but the names of the origina! Altgeld men 
were not given. Before the Legislature of 
1891 adjourned the list included Senatcrs 
Andy O’Conor, Johnny O'Malley, Joe Ma- 
honey, Jim Campbell, Andrew Jackson Rea- 
vill, and Kd Noonan, Representatives John 
Norsworthy, Ed L. Merritt, Tom F. Ferns, 
Sol Van Praag, Jaines H. Farrell, Johnny 
Donnelly, Billy Lyman, and of course Joe 
Gill and Rufus Ramsay. Hinrichsen, Hogan, 
Nelson, Jack Baker, and probably one or two 
other members of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee were included, although Baker 
was not admitted to full fellowship with the 
others for the reason that he was a known 
part of the Wilbanks contingent, while Hin- 
richsen, Hogan, and Nelson were ostensibly 
doing all they could for Pal mer’s early election. 
It is not reasonable to suppose that Hinrich- 
sen, Hogan, and Nelson were ignorant of the 
secret and treacherous work of Altgeld dur- 
ing the Senatorial tight, and the fact that they 
were as zealous in keeping the secret as Wil- 
banks himself makes them particeps criminis. 

Underhanded Works. 

The Democrats of the State were fighting 
an unseen foe. They fought in the dark. The 
State committee on duty in Springfield was 
obtaining a great deal of free advertising for 
loyal and disinterested services in behaif of 
the nominee. The committee might have 
ended the contest early in February by expos- 
ing the ambitious but treacherous member of 
its own party. Gen. Palmer has good reason 
to doubt their fealty to him, for 1t was this 
same gang that approached him in Washing- 
ton in December and January last for the 
purpose of instilling the Presidential 
into his veins. 
who pointed out the great danger of Bill Mor- 
rison coming to the front in Lilinois politics 
again this year, with a strong ibility of 
carrying the delegation to the National con- 
vention for himself for President. It was this 
same gang of conspirators that  plausi- 
bly represented to the Senator the ad- 
vantage of an alliance with Altgeld 
in the State, and who proved that 
such a combination would be irresistible in 
the State convention. “Bill Morrison,” it 
was speciously urged, “*wouldn’t dare even 
attack it; he couldn’t get enough men to act 
as sentries in the State, let alone forming an 
army for offensive warfare ; Palmer is a name 
to conjure with in Cook County, which will 
have about one-third of the delegates in the 
State convention; add to these the adjacent 
counties in Northern Illinois that can be con- 
trolled by Altgeld’s and Palmer’s friends— 
and there is a majority of the convention. 
When Palmer’s friends in Central and South- 
ern lilinois add their legions to the army Bill 
Morrison will have nothing outside of the 
Eighteenth District, and Henry Seiter, James 
Baker, and other aaoti-Palmer workers, who 
love Altgeld more than they despise Palmer, 
will come into line for the combination. It is 
a German district anyhow, and Altgeld’s na- 
tionality will serve him well in every county 
in the district. If Morrison makes much ofa 
fuss we won’t allow him to have his own dis- 
trict.” | 

The scheme caught the fancy of the Sena- 
tor, but he never believed much in political 
trade and combinations, and he gave a tacit 
consent by promising not to interfere in any 
way, and to allow his friends in Illinois to 
take sides with whom they rene ay He did 
not know at this time that Altgeld had done 
all in his power to defeat him ror the United 
States Senate, for with all their alleged 
friendship for him the leaders of the Palmer 
forces in Springfield had carefully kept the 
facts in the background. 

An alliance with Palmer was sitively 
necessary to the Altgeld schemers. It was life 
or death to them. They knew it would take 
more noney than their chief had to carry 
even Cook County with Palmer’s friends luke- 
warm or fighting them. They laid their plans 
well. It became known early in the year that 
Wilbanks had sent his old patron; Col, Morri- 
son a full exposé of the inside workings of the 
Altgeld campaign for the Senate during the 
Legislature of 1891, and it became absolutely 
necessary to get through with the job as expedi- 
tiously as possible. Morrison was beginning 
to threaten ; Ed Wilson had already received 
instructions from three or four counties. 

Plans to Put in Mike’s Man, 

Yet the Altgeld plans were well laid. They 
opened the campaign through Mike McDon- 
ald’s little daily in Chicago, the only newspa- 
per Altgeld could control. Altgeld’s name 
was kept in the background at first, and 
Palmer was shoved to the front as a Presiden- 
tial candidate. .The “fight”? for Palmer in- 
structions was inaugurated with the new year, 
and at the same time efforts were being made 
to get Delos P. Phelps, Chairman of the 
Democratic committee, to call the Executive 
committee together for the purpose of fixing 
atime and place for the State convention. 
But Mr. Phelps could see no object in such 
a proceeding and paid no attention to the re- 
quests. He was denounced as “an old stiff” 
by some of his colleagues on the committee, 
and it was significantly promised that he would

The Plot Thickens, 


From this time to the county convelition 
rumors that everybody had pulled off in favor 
of Altgeld follow each other fast. The State 
leaders “concede” the Gubernatorial nomi- 
nation to Cook and she is entitled tu it, ete. 
Spifeful flings at Black, Wilson, and other 
candidates are also suggested. The issue of 
March 4 contains the result of the Jackson 
County Central committee’s meeting (it was 
not a convention) instructing for Palmer, 
Altgeld, and Gill. It was from Gill’s home, 
Same dispatch (singular coincidence) stated 
that the Morgan County Central commuttee 
had called the convention for April 13. Mor- 
gan County is Hinrichsen’s home, and no 
mention’ of any attempt to hold the conven- 
tion March 15 1s made, 

This brings the récord of Mike McDenald’s 
paper down to the Cook County convention. 
Close observers of the Democratic pulse in 
Illinois would have noted that when Mike’s 
paper sneezed certain Democratic organs in 
the interior followed suit.

DEALERS ARE NOT TO BLAME, 


Frank Wear Says the Prices Are Fixed by 
the Coal Barons, 

“* The public does not give the dealer a fair 
show in discussing the coal question, and by 
the assistance of the cartoonist and profes- 
sional humorist we are often placed in a very 
ridiculous position,” said Frank E. Wear of 
Topeka, Kas., one of the heaviest coal dealers 
in the West, at the Grand Pacific yesterday. 

“We are between two fires, A coal trust 
forces: the price of coal to a high notch, and 
the public howls because the dealer does like- 
wise. We fight as hard as any one against ex- 
tortion, yet receive no credit for it. Let me 
illustrate my position. In summer we are 
compelled to carry coal on small margins be- 
cause the demand is light and supply heavy. 
When the cold weather arrives we are com- 
pelled to adjust our margins to cover our 
sumer shortage, and then there is a ‘ kick.’ 
During the months of July and August my 
net profits were exactly 67 cents acar. Inthe 
winter anthracite coa) arrives on the track at 
Topeka at $10.55 aton. Icharge $11.50 for it 
delivered. Forty cents for handling and 
shrinkage, and I am left 45 cents. a ton, to 
cover salaries, summer losses, dead-beat ac- 
counts, and investment. I cite my own case 
to illustrate that of every coal dealer in the 
country. Speak figuratively, it is a six 
months’ business, loss in summer and profit 
in winter, if thi are properly balan If 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker succeeds in his 
chase after the coal barons, let him look out a 
little for the middlemen, the dealers, and not 
let them receive too much of the blame for 
high prices.”’ 

WILL NOT ADVANCE PRICES, 


Longenecker’s Injunction Will Not Affect 


Coal at Present. 

There is no occasion for immediate fear 
that the action of State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker in seeking to restrain the Reading 
from selling anthracite coal in Cook County 
will increase the retail price in the coal prod- 
uct. The action of tern ana Western 
agents in New York yesterday in deciding not 
to increase the price of coal for the October 
market settles this matter. E. H. C. Richard. 
son of the Rhoads & Ramsey Coal and Coke 
company, however, expresses the opinion that 
coal will reach a maximum price of $8 a ton 
before midwinter, Aut he says that the rise, if 
it occurs, cannot be attributed to Mr. Long- 
enecker’s action now pending in the courts. 
In this connection he further said that the 
rise would be due to the coal combination. 

** Miners and transportation companies,” 
he said, “‘are reaping a rich harvest on the 
coal product. hen coal was purchased at 
the mines it could be laid down in Chicago at 
$5aton. Buffalo, N. Y., is now the purchas- 
ing place. This fact alone is evidence that 
there is a combination of strong proportions, 
but [do not think it possible to prove it, 
Just what effect the suit against the Reading 
will have on the coal market two or three 
months later is another matter and hard to 
determine.” 

J. W. Lowe of Boyd, Stickney & Co., Com- 
mercial Bank Building, said that in tne event 
Mr. Longenecker succeeded in his suit the ad- 
vance in the price of coal might be marked.

For instance, the bill to provide 
headstones for the graves of seldiers was not 
Signed by Cleveland, as has been claimed. 
Gov. Cornell, a Republican, signed the original 
bill, and Cleveland merely signed an amend- 
ment to it.

partment of New York Sons of Veterans. 

But Gov. VCleveland’s animus against the 
old soldiers did not stop here. Another ex- 

joit in opposition to the Grand Army of the 
Republic was his veto of the bill passed by the 
Legislature allowing a gratuity of $1,200 to 
John Young, who lost an arm in tile service 
and was wm B a hopeless. cripple by an acci- 
dent which happened to him while working in 
the Capito! Building at Albany. Allthe a 
Army of the Republic posts of Albany 
tioned the Legislature for this relief, w ich 
they extended, but which Cleveland vetoed. 
All these acts: while Governor only fore- 
shadowed Cleveland’s attitude on the pension 
bills when he became’ President, and the vio- 
lent attacks of the New York TJimes and 
other Democratic papers on the Grand Army 
in 1887. It was a happy deliverance when 
President Cleveland withdrew his letter. ac- 
cepting the invitation to the national encamp- 
ment in St, Louis in the same year. It wasa 
happy deliverance for the old soldiers when 
Cleveland was defeated in 1888. And they 
will rejoice more than any other class when 
by their votes, they finally rid themselves and 
their country of the man in 1892.

Washington describes what it calls the “ last capt- 
ure of a Confederate flag,” locating the exploit 
at Orange Court-House, Va., and crediting it to 
an ex-cavalryman and member of an Lilinois post 
of the G. A. R., who, when the special train bear- 
ing that post to Washington stopped a moment 
amid an enthusiastic crowd of the people of the 
neighborhood, who greeted it with cheers and wav- 
ing of the Stars and Stripes, saw a woman waving 
an eighteen-inch Confederate battleflag,and jump- 
ing from the train in spite of his years and infirm- 
ities succeeded in wresting the emblem from tne 
unarmed Confederate woman and bore it in tri- 
umph to the car. It was there passed about from 
hand to hand, and is to be taken to Illinois 
for exhibition to many of the citizens 
who probably never saw a Confederate 
flag. In the account of the terrible conflict (of 
words) the woman is revresented as saying that 
her husband was a Confederate Colonel, and the 
ex-soldier as baring his arm to show the scar of a 
saber-cut which he said he received in capturing 
a bigger one of those rags, perhaps from that 
same Confederate Colonel. 

Is it not time to calla halt in the commission 
of such dastardly acts, and the publication of 
them as commendable? It i«” possible that the 
hero of this incident bears a scar received when 
capturing a Confederate flag in battle, but it is 
far more robable that he was one of 
that invincible band which in the fight 
where carnage reigned supreme was found where 
the bulle thickest—under an 
ammunition wag asafe distance in the rear. 
The war is over. ‘The Confederacy is a lost cause, 
even in the minds of those who were its strongest 
supporters. There is no possible danger of its re- 
vival. But the men of the G. A. R., to whom the 
old flag of the Union is so dear, ought to be 
the last men in the world to scorn those 
who have a _ tender feeling for the 
stars and bars under which they, with equal but 
mistaken devotion, fought and suffered so hero- 
ically. lam not a Copperhead nor a Rebel sym- 
pathizer. I served in the Union army from April, 
1861, to March, 1866. During two and a half years 
I carried a musket as a private soldier and a 
sword for the balance of the time. I am a member 
of the G. A. R. and of the Loyal ion. Incommon 
with comrades and companions take pride in 

my share in the battle against that rebel rag, but 
we fought against men. The man whose patriot- 
ism leads him at this late day to snatch Confed- 
erate flags from defenscless women merits the 
contempt of every veteran, and should be branded 
as a despicable coward. O. N. Norton. 


INSURANCE NEWS. 


The expense of gdtting premiums for fire 
insurance companies under the present system is 
a heavy one and is a greater burden than the bus- 
iness should bear. t it is quite easy to find 
fault and difficult to suggest just how to remedy 
the trduble. To illustrate,the New York State 
fire companies paid 39.74 per cent@f their premi- 
ums as anexpense charge against them in 1591, 
while the Connecticut fire companies expended 
33.8 per cent of their.premiums to do the business 
the same year. The Massachusetts companies 
paid out 31.4 per centof the premiums they re- 
ceived in 1891. The cost to the foreign com- 
panies to obtain the premiums received for 1391 
was 33.70 per cent, and in this calculation the ma- 
rine premiums are included, on which the ratio 
of expense is about half what it is in the case of 
fire premiums, so that the ratio of expenses to 
fire premiums would mount up to%5or 3% per 
ceut. The Pennsylvania companies expend 3% per 
cent their premium income in the cost of 

it, while the Western companies 
pay rather bi er percent. To be sure 3 per 
cent might be deducted from these expense ratios 
on account of om get oo which, ms eae it is an
